More Winners Wear Arearo Than... 


Tom Fool’s Race; The Bashful Jumpers at Aqueduct 


New YorkK 

Horses unaccompanied by Eddie Arcaro 
are only grudgingly permitted in the win- 
ner’s circle at Arlington Park these days. 
On opening day he won three races, in- 
cluding the Cleopatra Stakes with Real 
Delight. On the first Saturday he won the 
Pollyanna Stakes on Real Delight’s full 
sister, Bubbley. On the second Saturday he 
won the Equipoise Mile with Woodchuck, 
beating nothing better than the best handi- 
capper in the country, Spartan Valor. 
None of them were big stakes, the total 
in first money in the three of them being 
only $44,975, but they show that Eddie is 
getting the range. 

His immediate problem is the $100,000 
Classic on July 19. It’s a race in which 
Arcaro has not had much luck. He did 
win the 1942 renewal on Shut Out, but 
since then, on at least two occasions, he 
had the best horse and still didn’t get 
much. He rode My Request in the 1948 
running, and I suppose not many people 
would argue that Papa Redbird was as 
good a horse. But he was that day, and My 
Request, for no reason anyone could dis- 
cern, finished out of the money. 


Last year Arcaro seemed a sure winner 
as he sent Battlefield up: around the 
stretch turn, but Hall of Fame came again 
and nipped him at the finish. This year 
Greentree is likely to furnish his strongest 
opposition again, for Tom Fool is prepar- 
ing for the Classic, and from here seems 
to have a very good chance to get it. 


RETURN. Opinions as to the value of 
Tom Fool’s race on June 26 were varied, 
but I thought he ran a big race. It took 
him a while to get going. and most of the 
running he did was in the last quarter- 
mile. But when he did start to run, he 
came with a good deal of power, and 
though he failed by a head to handle 
Hitex. he was giving him six pounds. Also 
he ducked in the first time Atkinson hit 
him (near the eighth-pole). and it took a 
little time to get him going straight again. 
The time was fast. 1:1035 for six furlongs. 
and considering that it had been two

months since he had raced, Tom Fool 
acquitted himself very well. 


VANDERBILT. The Vanderbilt stable 
has been coming up regularly with fast 
2-year-olds this year, apparently having 
a barn full of them. The latest. which did 
not win, was Mine Eyes, a filly by Menow 
—Parade Girl, by Display. She made her 
first start on June 26, and was very slow 
getting in stride; possibly she was a little 
confused as to what was expected of her. 
At all events she got last, and then picked 
her way between horses and finished a 
respectable fourth. A bit more education 
will make a winner of her. 

Just now the 2-year-olds about have to 
carry the stable. Cousin, as you probably 
know, is training at Sagamore Farm, and 
not training well. There’s nothing wrong 
with him physically, but as soon as his 
work gets hard enough to amount to any- 
thing, his disposition gets vile. and he 
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wont run. The stable plans to try him 
a time or two more, and if there’s no im- 
provement. to put him in the stud. “He’s 
not studdish at all.” Mr. Vanderbilt re- 
marked. “so I don’t think gelding him 
would help any.” 

Also at the farm are Next Move and Bed 
o Roses. which were the big guns in 1950 
and 1951. Both are being prepared for 
future racing but their owner isn’t optimis- 
tic about Bed o’ Roses. She may be in 
the stud by next spring, too. 

When Hula won so impressively in her 
first start—by 12 lengths, it was—there 
was some printed comment that she had 
surprised her connections. The reverse 
was true. “We'd always thought Hula was 
good,” Mr. Vanderbilt said. “It was Home- 
Made that we didn’t think much of—so 
little in fact that the last time a payment 
was due we dropped her from the Selima 
and some other races.” 


DEFECTION. Although this corner pos- 
sesses what might be called a reasonable 
ignorance of steeplechasing, it has com- 
manded more than its share of interest, 
possibly because of a pleasant acquaint- 
ance with most of the owners and trainers 
involved in it. But it must be noted that 
the jumping branch has been covering 
itself with something less than glory at 
Aqueduct. 

On June 26 there was a $10,000 added 
hurdle stakes, and only four horses showed 
up for it and those which did did not 
make it much of a race. On the following 
day the jumping race did not fill, and was 
replaced by a flat event. Aqueduct seems 
quite willing to continue a branch of racing 
which is less remunerative than flat racing, 
but this sort of thing is getting it a little 
discouraged. 

The fire at Belmont had something to do 
with this. for most of the horses which 
died in it were jumpers. And Delaware 
Park has something to do with it, too, for 
most of the jumping stables are there. The 
point. however, is that the jumping stables 
do not seem te be making much of an 
effort at filling the Aqueduct races, and

An Operation for Cleft Palate 
Physician Makes Repair on Thoroughbred Filly 


A. B. Hancock’s Claiborne Farm. at 
Paris. Ky.. is one of the world’s largest 
Troroughbred breeding establishments. 
More than 250 mares were bred there 
this year, for example. It therefore offers 
a greater variety of horses to study than 
almost any other farm, and cases may be 
seen there that perhaps might never be 
encountered at a smaller place. 


One of the unusual conditions noted 
among the foals at Claiborne this spring 
was a cleft in the soft palate of a filly 
born to one of the boarding mares. No 
statistics were available as to the incidence 
of cleft palates among Thoroughbreds, but 
they are uncommon. 


The soft palate of a horse is loose at 
one end and serves as a flap or valve that 
permits food and water to enter the throat 
but prevents its return. It also keeps food 
and liquids from entering the nasal pass- 
ages. When a cleft or split occurs in the 
soft palate, food and water can enter the 
nasal passages through the opening and 
come out the horse’s nose. This tends to 
produce a chronic irritation in the nasal 
cavity and keeps a horse from doing well 
physically. 

Surgeons working with humans encount- 
er more cases of cleft palate than do 
veterinarians, so when one of the boarding 
mares at Claiborne foaled a filly with a 
cleft palate this spring, it was called to 
the attention of Dr. Eslie Asbury, a Cin- 
cinnati surgeon who breeds Thoroughbreds 
at Forest Retreat Farm at Carlisle, Ky., 
not far from Paris. Dr. Asbury had had 
some earlier experience with cleft palate 
in horses and agreed to operate on the 
filly at Claiborne. For professional reasons 
he had not publicized the results of pre- 
vious operations, but with the completion 
of the most recent case he felt that the 
surgical procedure was adequate and that 
the details of the operation might be pub- 
lished for the benefit of others. When op- 
erating on horses, which he does mainly 
for his friends and for the sake of develop- 
ing techniques that may be useful to 
others, Dr. Asbury consults with veteri- 
narians, and he uses veterinarians regularly 
on his own farm. He does not charge a 
fee for work or consultation on horses. 


MODUS OPERANDI: Here is Dr. As- 
bury’s own account of the operation per- 
formed on the filly at Claiborne: 

‘In the spring of 1946. I noticed a foal 


thet regurgitated water and milk through 
both nostrils. The foal was healthy but 
backward. We thought it possibly a tem- 
porary condition. but there was no im- 
provement. Veterinary consultation re- 
vealed (five vets saw the foal) that most 
of them had observed this condition which 
they felt was usually fatal. but there was 
no clear-cut veterinary opinion as to the 
cause. The majority thought the condition 
due to a paralysis of the throat muscles. 
palate (nasal regurgitation is seen in 
diphtheria patients due to temporary par- 
alysis of the palate), or involvement of 
the recurrent laryngeal nerve, possibly an 
extreme of the situation associaied with 
roaring. 

“The foal continued to live, and while 
it didn’t exactly thrive, it was apparently 
getting enough nourishment to stay healthy 
and lively. When it started to eat grass, 
there was a constant, greenish discharge 
from the nostrils, aided by frequent snort- 
ing which dislodged clumps of grass. The 
foal nickered normally, and to me the 
cause of the condition narrowed to a con- 
genital lesion of the soft palate, either 
cleft palate or paralysis. (All horsemen 
know that the normal soft palate of the 
horse is a very sensitive, thick, fibrous 
sheet of tissue which during swallowing 
closes off the naso-pharynx and at the 
same time prevents vomiting.) 

“An ear, nose, and throat specialist and

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myself decided to give the foal an anesthetic 
<o a thorough examination could be made. 
Dr. Charles Hagyard gave the anesthetic 
and Drs. William Caslick, Crowhurst. and 
Bus:nell were present. The examination 
revealed a complete central cleft in the 
soft palate. 

“It was evident that repair was feasible 
but that some special instruments would 
have to be made to enable one to work 
in a very narrow space at great depth. . 
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They are shown in an accompanying 
illustration. 

“The foal is placed on its back in a 
padded trough (unless an operating table 
is available) and given intravenous anes- 
thesia. A loop of heavy bandage around 
each jaw enables assistants to hold the 
mouth open the maximum distance with- 
out interfering with the operator. (Mouth 
gags are not satisfactory.) The edges of 
the cleft are grasped with the tenaculum 
forceps and the margins thoroughly fresh- 
enced with the long-handled knife. (The 
surgeon wears the type of headlight per- 
fected for neuro-surgery. A portable suc- 
tion apparatus with a long-handled termin- 
al keeps the field clear of blood and mu- 
cous}. About five deep interrupted No. 1 
chromic catgut sutures are placed. begin- 
ning at the base. The sutures are left long 
and are held by an assistant to provide 
traction and exposure. The sutures can be 
secured by triple knots. using Adson’s in- 
strument. or both ends of the suture can 
be run through lead shot which is grasped 
by a long-handled heavy forceps and 
crushed at the point where the knot would 
have been tied. The main sutures are so 
placed as to prevent tension and provide 
approximation. Some additional superficial 
stitches can be placed for more accurate 
approximation of the wound edges. 


NOTES ON TECHNIQUE. “With added 
experience and valuable suggestions from 
veterinary colleagues. we have been able 
to do a better job in much less time (now 
about 30 minutes). Heavy silk was first 
used, but at the suggestion of Dr. Sager. 
catgut was adopted. Catgut is absorbable. 
whereas silk might either cut out or slough 
out. The wound is too inaccessible to re- 
move sutures. Dr. Charles Hagyard sug- 
gested the use of surgical lead shot. which 
is a much quicker method than tying 
knots with an instrument. Dr. William Cas- 
lick and Ralph Baird had the idea of 
making a wooden trough in which to put 
the foal during the operation. This is just 
as good as an operating table. allowing 
the surgeon to stand above the head of 
the foal while working and facilitating 
the removal of blood and mucous. which 
in this position gravitates toward the naso- 
pharynx instead of the throat and also 
drains away from the field of operation. 
Penicillin should be given for three days 
and intravenous saline and glucose may be 
needed unless the foal nurses in a reason- 
able time. Repair should be made when 
the foal is a few weeks old. so its develop- 
ment will not be retarded. 


CAUSE. “I have observed four cases 
and heard of others. All four cases were in 
fillies, which may be accidental or a sex- 
linked inheritance. As in the case of roar- 
ing and bleeding. there is probably a re- 
cessive gene for this defect present in all 
Thoroughbred strains. Since we believe 
cleft soft palate could occur in any mating. 
we have omitted the breeding and owner-

ship of the affected foals to prevent unfair 
criticism of any stallion or mare. Fortu- 
nately its occurrence is not common, does 
not involve the hard palate. and when 
present. surgery offers relief.” 


Dr. Floyd Sager. resident veterinarian 
at Claiborne Farm. assisted Dr. Asbury 
with the operation. He gave the anesthetic, 


which consisted of a compound of chloral 
hydrate. magnesium sulphate, and chlor- 
butanol. used in doses of 15 cubic centi- 
meters diluted with an equal amount of 
distilled water. injected intravenously. 
Enough was used to produce complete re- 
laxation. The filly was eight weeks old at 
the time of the operation.

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At a meeting at Lexington on June 23. 
directors of the Keeneland Association 
adopted a resolution calling for the re- 
demption of $75.000 in 6 per cent first 
mortgage bonds. Retirement of the bonds 
means that the track is repaying the last 
of the $293.800 borrowed in 1935 to finance 
the construction of the race course. 

Some tracks probably could repay a debt 
of that size out of the pari-mutuel break- 
age. but Keeneland has had no million- 
dollar betting days, and admission charges 
are a nominal $1. And there have been 
improvements to pay for, and contribu- 
tions to make for research and charitable 
purposes as part of the track’s participa- 
tion in affairs of the community and the 
State. which has been one of the main 
policies from the beginning. 

So the announcement that Keeneland 
is in position to pay off the last of its 
indebtedness is an important step for a 
track that was born during a depression 
and had as its aim the presentation of 
racing on the highest plane consistent with

comparatively modest resources. 

Keeneland was started when a group of 
horsemen at Lexington felt the need for 
a race track at the nation’s Thoroughbred 
breeding capital. The old Kentucky Asso- 
ciation track had faded. and breeders in 
the Bluegrass section had no place near at 
hand to race their horses. Most of the im- 
petus for the new racing center came 
from Hal Price Headley and Major Louie 
A. Beard. who devoted much time and 
energy to planning the track, raising 
money, directing construction, and making 
policy. 

After it was decided that a race track 
should be built at Lexington and oper- 
ated on a non-profit basis. an estimate 
was made as to the cost of building it 
on a site that was available at John Oliver 
Keene’s Keeneland Stud. on the Versailles 
Pike a short distance from Lexington. It 
was decided that about $280.000 would do 
the job. and that if $225.000 could be 
raised at once, construction would be 
started. Mr. Keene had built a 11<-mile

training track at his place and had begun 

the construction of a large stone building 

intended for a stable and horsemen’s head- 
quarters. The new race track group raised 
the necessary money—$293,800 was the 
eventual subscription total—and_ bought 
14714 acres of Keeneland Stud, including 
the track and the stone building. Work 
was started. The nine-furlong track was re- 
designed to 1,'; miles, and the stone quar- 


ters erected by Mr. Keene were adapted — 


for offices and a club house. The first 
meeting was held in the fall of 1936. 

The physical growth of Keeneland has 
been interesting, but it is the financial 
structure that makes the track unique, 
though it is not the only non-profit track — 
in the United States. 

The financing was set up through the — 
creation of 3.500 shares of preferred stock 


at $100 a share. to bear 6 per cent inter- — 


est. Purchasers of preferred stock were — 


allowed to buy an equal amount of com- 
mon stock at $1 a share. The common 
stock had no par value and was never

to boar dividends or interest. As a matter 
of fact. no dividends were ever paid on 
the preferred stock. either. Voting power 
ly in the common stock. 

A few years after the stock set-up had 
been arranged it developed that the track’s 
non-prefit status was not acceptable to 
Federal tax authorities because dividends 
were to be paid on the preferred stock. 
This situation was corrected through the 
reorganization of Keeneland Association. 
Holders of preferred stock agreed to ex- 
change it for 6 per cent first mortgage 
bonds in Keeneland Association, a move 
that had the approval of the Federal au- 
thorities. It is the last of these bonds 
that are being retired now. The original 
‘corporation articles called for the issu- 
ance of a littlke more than $350,000 worth 
of stock, but the total amount was not 
ueeded. and $293,800 was the extent of 
the bor owing. 

The Keeneland Association owns the 
tace track property and leases it to Keene- 
land Race Course. Inc.. for 85 per cent 
of the net profits earned by the operating 
group. The Association in turn uses its 
receipts to support organizations which 
are exempt from Federal taxation, which 
means that the money goes to the Univer- 
sity of Kentucky. the Grayson Foundation. 
the Community Chest. the Red Cross. the

Country Doctor Fund of the University of 
Louisville Medical School. and other State- 
wide charities. The Association reorganiza- 
tion was on April 1. 1940. Keeneland Race 
Course was organized the same day. There 
is no interlocking directorate between the 
groups and there can be none legally. 
Keeneland Race Course keeps the remain- 
ing 15 per cent of the net profits for oper- 
ating expenses and to build a surplus 
against possible lean years when it would 
be desirable to maintain purses in the face 
of decreased business. Federal and State 
taxes are paid on this 15 per cent. Keene- 
land Race Course is itself a non-profit or- 
ganization and is organized so that no 
individual can profit from its existence. 

Now then. Who owns the Keeneland As- 
sociation, which owns the race track? 

The Keeneland Association is owned by 
approximately 200 holders of the no-par- 
value non-dividend-paying common stock. 
These stockholders elect the directors of 
the Association. In order to insure that 
the purpose of operating a non-profit track 
offering high-class racing shall be main- 
tained. a voting trust has been created by 
stockholders of the Keeneland Associa- 
tion. The trust controls 2,038 shares, or 
about 58 per cent of the 3.500 shares. 
Most of the balance of the stock is held 
by individual directors of Keeneland As-

sociation. The voting trustees have an op- 
tion to buy the stock in the voting trust 
for $1 a share if any of the owners ever 
want to sell it. 

If the Keeneland Association should be 
dissolved. the stockholders would receive 
only $1 a share for their stock. All other 
assets of the Association would be paid 
to an organization or organizations exempt 
from Federal taxation. Thus the non-profit 
status of Keeneland is protected as tightly 
as legal skill can devise. 

Keeneland has made excellent progress 
financially and otherwise since it was con- 
ceived in 1935. It would have been possible, 
of course, to have paid the debt sooner, but 
it was preferred to take a longer time 
and devote a larger portion of the income 
to charitable and other works that needed 
support. The Association has given a total 
of $679,101 since 1935 to various projects. 
The Keeneland Association has no em- 
ployees and pays no salaries. Its affairs 
are conducted by the officers and directors. 
who work without compensation. The only 
salaries paid in connection with the oper- 
ation of the track are disbursed by Keene- 
land Race Course. which hires the men 
who work at the plant and run the racing. 
None of the Race Course officers receives 
a salary for his services.

Excellent management by the unsalaried 
officers has brought Keeneland along until 
it is a model small track. using “small” 
in the sense that Keeneland has short 
meetings and is not located in a large 
population area. The place has grown to 
about 200 acres. The land and improve- 
ments have cost a total of $700,927. If 
Keeneland were to be sold as an operating 
race track. it probably would bring from 
$215 to $3 million. at present values. It 
isn’t news that prices have gone up since 
1935. but a comparison is interesting. For 
example. the grandstand, a very substan- 
tial structure of hewn stone, was built in 
1935 for $58.000. But the recently com- 
pleted concrete block service building, 
containing a garage and repair shop and 
recreation quarters for grooms and exer- 
cise boys. cost $98.000. Barns that were 
built for $5.000 would cost five times as 
much now. 

It would embarrass those associated with 
Keeneland to be held up as paragons for 
other tracks to copy. It is not the only 
track management with a sense of civic 
responsibility and a feeling of duty toward 
the horsemen. But it is certain that the 
Keeneland pattern could present racing 
in a very different light in areas where 
the sport is in bad odor, and it would 
offer acceptable racing in communities 
that presently do not want it under com- 
mercial auspices. 

The policies of the Keeneland Associa- 
tion are governed by a 2l-man board of 
directors.

Arlington Park’s Equipoise Mile was the scene for 
Spartan Valor’s midwestern debut this year; the son 
of Attention was trying for his eighth consecutive 
win and his seventh stakes win of 1952. Weighted 


at 132 pounds, he was carrying 10 pounds more than 
Woodchuck,. which had the second-high impost. 
Spartan Valor’s only defeat of 1952 previous to the 
Equipo‘se Mile was a second to Woodchuck. Hasty 
House Farm nominated four horses; but scratched 
Inseparable. which ran third in the 1951 Equipoise 
Mile, leaving in Ruhe, Seaward, and Oil Capitol 
(the only horse to win the Equipoise Mile as a 
3-year-old). 

Andy B. W. went to the front at the start, follow- 
ed by Woodchuck and Spartan Valor, both under 
slight restraint. They remained in that order until 
reaching the stretch, where Ruhe and Oil Capitol, 
which had been the last two horses in the field for 
the first half mile. moved up with the leaders. The 
first four horses were only heads apart as they hit 
the wire. A photo showed that Woodchuck had 
nosed out Ruhe for first and Andy B. W. had the 
same margin over Oil Capitol for third. Spartan 
Vaior tired in the last furlong and finished in fifth 
place. about five lengths behind Oil Capitol. 

It was the third stakes win of 1952 for Wood- 
chuck, and raised his total earnings to $78,200: 
his only starts previous to 1952 were two winning 
races in December of 1951. The other stakes plac- 
ings for Woodchuck. winner of the Paumonok and 
Camden Handicaps. were a second in the Palm 
Beach Handicap and a third in the Hialeah In- 
zugural Handicap.

Top Rider to Top Trainer 


The Career of George M. Odom 


FOREWORD 


Boy and man, I have known George M. 
Odom since at least 1903. I saw him prior 
to that time, but 1903 was the year I 
really got acquainted with the race track. 
There is scarcely anyone whom I have 
admired more. As a jockey, George Odom 
was to me as Hopalong Cassidy is to mod- 
ern kids. I worked for him for eight years 
after he began to train horses, and I have 
never had a better boss. He is unsurpassed 
as a gentleman. This story will attempt 
to portray his brilliant and honorable 
career on the Turf. —J. M. Hoitmes 


George Moulton Odom was born at 
Columbus, Ga., on a July day in the early 
1880's. His father, John D. Odom Sr., was 
a horse-loving, cock-fighting Southerner of 
the old school. A veteran of the Confed- 
erate Army, he fought with Hood’s Bri- 
gade, and to the end of his days he was 
definitely an unreconstructed Rebel with 
an aversion to Damyankees. John Odom 
was a prolific sire, too. Besides George, 
there were John D. Jr. (known on the race 
track as Jack). Bob (a successful trainer 
of the present day). Archie. Pete. and a 


Georce Opom the rider. 


sister. George’s mother was a gentlewoman 
who passed on some of her fine qualities 
to her children. 


George Odom’s father bought him a 
pony when he was a mere tad, and very 
early in life the boy rode at some of the 
nearby county fairs. Odom, Sr., took 
George up to New York in 1890, and at 
Sheepshead Bay they witnessed the im- 
mortal match race between Salvator and 
Tenny. A few years after that George 
was apprenticed to William P. Burch, a 
Confederate veteran (he was a dispatch 
rider for Gen. Wade Hampton) and a well 
known trainer. Mr. Burch was the father 
of Preston Burch, the successful Brook- 
meade Stable trainer. He also was the 
brother-in-law of Green B. Morris, an- 
other prominent trainer. This condition 
didn’t hurt George’s chances of obtaining 
mounts later on. 


John I. Day Sr., who once wrote a biog- 
raphy of George Odom, stated: “When 
Georgie, the boy from Georgia, went with 
the horses he was attired like no boy run- 
ning away from home, as so many did in 
those days. He was seated on a plush Pull- 
man seat, and silk hose flashed from his 
patent-leather boot tops to where they 
met his knickerbockers at the knees.” 

William P. Burch did most of his train- 
ing at the old Bennings track. at Wash- 
ington, D. C.. so presumably it was there 
that George Odom entered upon the career 
that brought him fame and fortune. George 
rode his first race on July 20, 1898, at 
Brighton Beach. on a horse named Curio, 
carrying 86 pounds. His first winning 
mount was at Morris Park on October 19, 
1898. on Klepper. He beat two of the 
top-notch riders of that day, Nash Turner 
and Henry (The Iceman) Spencer. His 
next stop was Bennings. and there he won 
again on Klepper and on Anitra. 

The details of George Odom’s riding 
career are too endless to recapitulate, but 
it can be said that in 1899 he achieved 
the prominence that his long apprentice- 
ship under wise old Mr. Burch had prom- 
ised. He rode Pupil to win the National 
Stallion Stakes, Admiration to win the 
Spring Special, Ethelbert to win the Dix- 


iana, and won the Champagne Stakes on 
Kilmarnock, to mention a few of his suc- 
cesses. He received a very bad fall that 
year when riding a horse named John 
Fritz, at Brighton Beach. This laid him up 
all summer, and when he next rode in a 
race (on Scotchman, in the Futurity), he 
received an ovation from the crowd. George 
was very popular with the public and 
was known as “the honest jockey.” 

Near the close of the century the boy 
was reaching physical maturity. He was 
growing into a tall boy (tall for a rider, 
that is), and was doing about 105 pounds. 
He had an ideal seat on a horse, had 
wonderfully light hands, and he had de- 
veloped into one of the best “whip” riders 
this country ever saw. He could use the 
bat equally well with either hand. Using 
Tod Sloan’s technique. he rode with the 
shortest stirrups on the Turf. An old-timer 
told me that when the horses of W. H. 
Clark, for whom George had signed to 
ride in 1900, came out on the track in the 
spring at old Monmouth Park. where they 
had wintered, all the other boys pulled 
up their irons in emulation of Odom’s

style. In a few minutes they were being 
unloaded all over the place. But George 
retained his seat with the mastery he had 
always shown. 

That he was a precocious youngster. a 
genius at his profession, is shown by the 
fact that he rose to the top so fast, even 
more quickly than such promising riders 
as Otto Wonderly and Frank Landry. who 
began about when he did. By this time 
George was considered one of the star 
jockeys and was quite on a par with such 
established cracks as Turner. 
Skeets Martin. Maher. McCue. 
O’Connor, Bullman, and Clawson. 


The early death of Mr. Clark led to the 
dissolution of his stable. and George next 
became a rider for William C. Whitney, 
who also had Nash Turner and Clawson 
riding for him. The year 1900, however, 
was not one of George Odom’s best sea- 
sons, as he rode only 34 winners and his 
percentage was .12. 


The next year, 1901, was immeasurably 
better. Opening with a victory in the Metro- 
politan Handicap on Banastar, he went 
on to capture some of the nation’s out- 
standing events, climaxing with riding 
Gold Heels to triumph in the Morris Park 
Weight-for-Age, which then carried the 
Woodlawn Vase (now the Preakness prize) 
with it. In 1902 he again rode Gold Heels 
to Glory. and 1903 was a particularly 
shining season, as he had the mounts on 
those great speedsters Broomstick and 
Waterboy. Peculiarly enough, George 
never won a Brooklyn Handicap, a Fu- 
turity, or a Suburban (though he did win 
what was then called the Suburban Re- 
newal, on Waterboy), but he won two 
Brighton Handicaps (a big event in those 
days, on a par with the Brooklyn and Sub- 
urban), and a Saratoga Handicap. 

In 1904 he won the last Belmont Stakes 
run at Morris Park, on Delhi, and with 
the same horse he won the Withers, the 
Great Republic, and the Saratoga Derby. 
He also had the mount on the ill-fated 
Highball when that great colt broke his 
leg in the Sea Gate Stakes at Brighton. 
In 1905 he rendered his swan song as a 
rider. He was getting heavy, and reducing 
was hard on his health. He got married 
that year to Miss Julia Murtha, of Brook- 
lyn, a union that proved a happy and last- 
ing one. Their only child, George P. Odom, 
is a successful trainer today, though he 
never was a jockey, having been educated 
for the law at Columbia University. 

George Odom’s last mount was on 
Blandy, in the Realization at Sheepshead 
Bay, on July 4, 1905. The race was won 
by Sysonby. George then hung up his tack, 
explaining, as the late Damon Runyon 


wrote, “I just don’t fit the saddle any 
more.”

A NEW CAREER. George then em- 
barked on a career as owner and trainer. 
His first purchase was the filly Cassandra, 
which he bought from his old friend and 
patron, James R. Keene. In 1906 he had 
in his stable Cassandra, Encore, Optical, 
and Rye Boy. He was a _natural-born 
trainer of race horses, as clever at this 
as he had been as a rider. Most jockeys 
in those days wound up broke, but George 
had saved his money, and he had earned 
record fees for those days. 

Not always do the best jockeys make 
the best trainers—McLaughlin and Garri- 
son were cases in point—but Jimmy Rowe, 
Max Hirsch, James Fitzsimmons, and 
George Odom were four who did. The races 
won by Odom-trained horses, if laid end to 
end, as the saying goes,*would reach from 
here to Vancouver. In 1908 he made a very 
wise purchase when he bought the filly 
Trance. With her he won the Holly Handi- 
cap, the Autumn Handicap at Sheepshead 
Bay, the Nursery, and the Walden. Other 
good winners in his “green, white sleeves, 
black braces, green cap” at that period 
were Nimbus. Oraculum, Prince Gal, 
Traveller. and Follie Levy. When racing 
broke up on New York in 1910, he cam- 
paigned at Juarez, and in Kentucky and 
Canada with his usual success. 

In 1914 the old order returned to the 
metropolitan tracks and George Odom had 
a new patron, a Mr. Waterman, who raced 
as the Brookside Stable. They had a dozen 
or so well-bred 2-year-olds, the best of 
which turned out to be Gaelic (winner of 
the Eastern Shore Stakes at Havre de 


Grace), Coquette, and Brian Boru. This 
connection lasted for a couple of years, 
and in 1916 George D. Smith entered the 
owner's ranks under Mr. Odom’s guid- 
ance. Mr. Smith was a dealer in rare 
books, and his yearling purchases launched 
the Brighton Stable on a triumphal ca- 


te

reer. They had some real good horses 
Purchase. Tom McTaggart. Lord Bright- 
on, and the great little Tippity Witchet. 
(I was a member of the outfit at that time.) 
Tippity Witchet became one of the best 
campaigners ever seen on the Turf. He 
started in 266 races. of which he won 78. 
He rightly belongs in the gallery of stars 
that Mr. Odom trained in those days, in- 
cluding Oraculum, Nimbus, Bonnie Kelso, 
Traveller, Trance, Follie Levy, Embroid- 
ery, Coquette, Gaelic, Andrew M., Al 
Reeves, Purchase. Lord Brighton, Flags, 
Toto, Tom McTaggart, King Plaudit, Ed 
Roche; St. Isidore, Milkman, Major 
Parke, Oriole, and Jadda. 

In 1921 Mr. Odom took over the string 
of Robert L. Gerry, and for him and 
Marshall Field entered upon an era of 
even greater success. Their horses included 
such as Peanuts, Stimulus, High Strung, 
Tintagel, Nimba, Voltaic, Perpetuate, and 
Pasteurized, and they accounted for such 
stakes as the Brooklyn Handicap, the Pim- 
lico Futurity, two Belmont Futurities, the 
Suburban Handicap, the Wood Memorial 
Stakes. and the Belmont Stakes. In fact, 
Mr. Odom is the only man to have ridden 
a Belmont Stakes winner (Delhi) and 
trained one (Pasteurized). Since those 
days he has trained for Louis B. Mayer 
(for whom he developed the great Busher 
and Thumbs Up), the Jaclyn Stable of 
Jay Paley and Dr. Leon Levy, and the 
Maine Chance Farm (he was about the 
25th trainer for that stable). Following 
the brief experience with Maine Chance, 
Mr. Odom served as steward at Tropical 
Park and Detroit. His name was a guar- 
antee of dignity, honesty, and justice, but 
the sedentary nature of the work was not 
suited to his temperament. So in 1951 he 
returned to the Turf in his former role 
and the accomplishments of such horses

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Some Comments About Feeding 


To get at the basis of good nutrition, 
the subject must be considered from two 
sides. One is the quantity of the feed, and 
the other is the quality. I wish to consider 
some of the hidden qualities of the food 
that is commonly fed to horses in relation 
to their health as I have observed them. 
These observations have been made mostly 
on abnormal individuals, and as a rule 
they would pertain to what horsemen gen- 
erally speak of as “hard doers.” 

The instinct for survival is inherent in 
all animals. To survive they must eat and 
must make efficient use of the food after it 
is eaten. Before the horse was domesti- 
cated. it selected by free choice only those 
foods that were good for it, or else it 
would not have survived. Gradually, after 
centuries of domestication, the horse has 
become conditioned to utilize what man 
has deemed best in the way of food. In a 
great many ways these conditioned food 
patterns are an improvement on natural 
food adaptions, but in some ways they are 
not as good as they could be. 

The basic instincts of feeding by free 
choice are still strongly inherent in a great 
many horses. It has been my observation 
that a good many poor-doing horses in- 
stinctively rebel against what we believe to 
be good for them. I have watched the free- 
choice feeding habits of a great many 
horses. and all too often they do not con- 
form to what the textbooks tell us are 
good feeding practices. 

Many times I have grassed a horse on 
a lead line and observed the eating pat- 
tern. Often I have felt like whispering in 
the horse’s ear that here is fine grass that 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture says 
is very good for you, and a few dozen state 
colleges have published pamphlets on it. 
But what do you do but eat all the weeds

around it. Call it by any name, it still is 
spinach to a horse. 

In terms of borderline malnutrition, or 
hidden hunger, it is well to bear in mind 
the changing agricultural picture that we 
are living through. Up until a generation 
ago all our forage crops were produced on 
farms with large animal populations. Thus 
there was always some organic manure 
returned to the soil. Nowadays there are 
whole areas that raise hay and grain as 
cash crops and have no manure of any 
kind. The liberal use of high-powered 
fertilizers may keep up the yield per acre. 
but it is highly doubtful whether it will 
keep up the buoyant health of the animals 
that eat the food produced on those acres. 
The best is not good enough. and it is get- 
ing worse every year. As a rule, the 
farmer who sells his hay and grain as 
a cash crop is a poor conservationist. It is 
well for horsemen to keep this fact in mind 
when they feed their horses purchased 
food for long periods. Even the minutest 
deficiency in the feed will show up event- 
ually in the horse if the same feeding 
regimen is kept up. 

Since there never has been a scientific 
investigation of the nutritional require- 
ments of race horses, I will draw some 
analogies between them and _ laboratory 
animals. In general, the self-regulating 
mechanism of the natural appetite will 
balance the diet if all the required factors 
are readily available. Over a period of 
years and many generations. experimental 
rats will prove their ability to balance their

diet. When given free choice of a dozen 
or more foods they will survive in better 
shape than will control groups fed on stock 
diets. They also reproduce better than do 
the control groups. They will accomplish 
this on less food than the control groups. 
This is because they can select a small por- 
tion of the food that is rich in the factor 
they crave, while the control rats need to 
consume large quantities of the stock ra- 
tion to get a minimum of the required fac- 
tor. This may account for a poor-doing 
horse that has an abnormally large 
appetite. 

When deprived of the vitamin B complex 
factors, the rats will automatically switch 
to a low carbohydrate and protein diet and 
consume large quantities of fat, which 
Coes not demand as much B complex for 
its metabolism. As soon as the vitamins 
are restored to their diet, the rats imme- 
diately balance their carbohydrate. fat. 
end protein intake. When female rats are 
pregnant or lactating, they adjust their 
diet with larger minerals and fat intake, 
end return to the normal as soon as the 
offspring are weaned. 

It has been my observation that horses 
wiil do precisely the same thing if allowed 
io do so. Since the first sign of hidden 
hunger is likely to show up as a depraved 
cppetite, it well behooves us to recognize 
it before the appetite is lost altogether. 
it has been my experience that horses will 
correct their diet if given free choice. be- 
fore the appetite is too far gone. As evi- 
dence that a horse will correct a deficient 
diet if allowed to do so, I will cite a few 
outstanding cases from my own experience. 

One was an aged French Thoroughbred 
that suddenly went to pieces. He developed 
an enormous appetite while steadily losing 
weight. until he was just skin and bone. 


his first stakes of 1952 when he beat To Market, County Delight, 
The veteran lightweight jockey Nick Wall rode the winner. 
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Nothing was organically wrong with the 
horse. and everything in the textbooks was 
done for him, with no results. After a 
year's effort to aid him proved of no avail, 
he was pensioned and roughed along. Sud- 
denly. in the heart of a bitter New England 
winter, the horse started to improve and 
soon returned to a happy state of well- 
being. so much so that he was returned to 
the show ring by spring. It stood to reason 
that there had to be a cause for such 
startling improvement, but it took quite a 
bit of detective work to ferret it out. When 
this horse was at his lowest ebb the groom 
had changed him into a different. stall. 
The new location was just under the hay 
chute. Every day, after feeding a dozen 
other horses, the groom swept the hay 
debris into the poor horse’s stall. The 
horse would devour these sweepings while 
leaving untouched anything that was 
placed in his feed box. This was all the 
treatment the horse received; he knew 
enough to cure his own malnutrition with 
the rich leaves and heads of hay. When 
he was fed normal quantities of the same 
hay he never got enough of the leaves 
and heads to satisfy his basic require- 
ments. This was proved when the old 
retrograde process was started anew as soon 
as he was removed from the source of the 
floor sweepings. 

Another good horse that had to be re- 
tired for the same cause found his salva- 
tion in an entirely different source of nu- 
trients. This individual was stabled at 
night and turned out daily. On his way to 
and from the pasture he passed a barrel 
filled with food for a flock of wild ducks. 
He learned the trick of pushing the lid 
back on the barrel and ate his fill of the 
wild plant seeds. What is in a commercial 
wild duck feed I haven't the slightest idea. 
but that horse sure knew. As long as he 
had access to those seeds he thrived, but 
as soon as they were removed from his diet 
he went downgrade. 

The third case is really a classic ex- 
ample of the benefits to be derived from 
free-choice feeding of a badly nourished 
horse. This individual was a 3-year-old 
Thoroughbred whose dam had died at 
parturition and who therefore had a very 
rough time indeed. Being a well-thought-of 
foal he was given every possible aid but 
he never was right at any time. The poor 
beast was injected. subjected. and inun- 
dated with everything that could be bought 
in a drugstore. and believe me there are 
plenty of them if the owner can afford to 


pay for them. Nothing worked on him and ‘ 
finally he was marked for destruction. , 


Luckily. a friend of the owner's pleaded 
for a chance with the horse and finally got 
it. Then followed one of the nicest feeding 
jobs one will ever see with a horse. 

The horse was put in a box stall with 
a specially built feeding shelf around it. 
The shelf was divided into 18 compart-

ments, each holding a different feed or 
combination of feeds so no matter which 
way the horse turned there was some kind 
of food in front of him. He began to pick 
and nibble at various kinds and soon 
showed some marked preferences. By keep- 
ing accurate records of the kind and the 
amounts consumed, there was evolved a 
definite food pattern that suited that horse. 
Because of this free-choice selection of 
food, the horse soon developed into an out- 
standing individual. He had a successful 
career in the show ring for ten years. 

Another outstanding observation made 
through studying this horse was that his 
digestive tract could not adjust to a routine 
of feeding two or three times a day. The 
result was that a bucketful of his special 
feed formula was kept just outside the 
stall door. Dozens of times daily as the 
groom passed he tossed a portion of feed 
into the feed box and the horse consumed 
these small portions readily enough. This 
points up the fact that the traditional 
three-times-a-day feeding has come down 
to us because Man got into the habit of 
feeding his horse whenever he stopped to 
eat his own meals. I certainly believe that 
there are many horses whose digestive 
juices will not adjust to two or three large 
doses of concentrated grain rations. If you 
ever have a really poor-doing horse, try 
feeding small quantities and feeding often. 
and let me know how you make out.

they are in a precarious enough condition 
at best. 

Some consideration is being given to 
making overnight races of the present 
jumping stakes at Aqueduct, not to save 
money, because the purses will be the 
same. but to permit them to be thrown 
out if they do not fill. I’m sure steeple- 
chasing interests would be indignant at 
this, but if they simply sit still and let 
Aqueduct do the best it can, they don’t 
deserve much sympathy. 

I'm arguing with some of my good 
friends now, but not all of the effort to 
put on good jumping races should be 
made by the tracks. 

OMISSION. The Vagrancy Handicap 
made at least one bit of history. It is the 
custom of the publicity department to 
send down after each stakes race to ask 
the various jockeys what they had to say 
for themselves. To be perfectly honest, no 
vast amount of information is gained this 
way. though occasionally a gem pops up. 

But after the Vagrancy, for the first time 
this year as far as I can remember, no- 
body said, “She didn’t like the track.” 


AT DELAWARE, TOO 

From a recent press release issued by 
Delaware Park: “Once again, in the inter- 
est of sportsmanship, Delaware Park will 
disregard the policy specifically stated in 
the steeplechase stakes book: ‘Unless there 
be six different interests to start, the race 
shall be declared off.’ 

“President Donald P. Ross and Vice 
President and General Manager Bryan 
Field decided that, while the policy re- 
mains in force, the provision will be 
waived with an aim to encouraging those 
devoted to racing through the field—own- 
ers and trainers of brush horses repre- 
sented. Following a conference . . . the 
decision was made to run the Indian River 
Steeplechase Handicap which had drawn 
six horses representing five interests. 

“The stated condition referred to in the 
steeplechase stakes book was written with 
the public in mind, designed to assure 
substantial. well-balanced fields. Even 
though the public has not been pleased. 
the track management has permitted brush 
stakes to go on with less than six inter- 
ests represented on nine previous occasions 
—the Georgetown in 1938, 1942, 1949, and 
1951. and the Indian River in 1941, 1942, 
1944. 1949, and 1951. 

“Only four horses representing as many 
interests started in last year’s Indian River. 
Commenting . . . on this and the 1952 
running with only five interests engaged, 
General Manager Field sounded a warn- 
ing note: 

“*Sooner or later the steeplechase folk 
will have to face the issue of gaining pub- 
lic support for the brush sport. which can 
be achieved only by the steeplechase own- 
ers and trainers supporting the sport 
themselves.” ”

Making his first start since May 10, when he 
finished a nose behind Lights Up in the Golden 
Gate Handicap, Intent was given the top impost 
in Hollywood Park’s Lakes and Flowers Handicap. 
He reportedly had been bothered by a slight fever 
since his last race. In spite of being the top 
money-winning handicap horse this year, the son 
of War Relic went to the post third choice in the 
betting to *Miche, which had benefitted from 
Intent’s disqualification in the Santa Anita Handi- 
cap, and Admiral Drake, which had won his last 
two starts, including the Argonaut Handicap. In 
addition to those three, Phil D., a late scratch, 
was one of the causes for the small field in the 
Lakes and Flowers. 

Intent broke slowly and was at the rear of the 
field soon after the start. Going to the outside, he 
gradually made up ground and, coming off the 
last turn under strong handling, wore down the 
leaders in the stretch. Showing no inclination to 
lug in as he sometimes does, Intent finished a 
half length in front of Admiral Drake, which was 
followed to the wire by the lightweights, Last 
Round and Stormy Cloud. *Miche, which pulled 
up sore, finished last. 

The $13,250 first money in the Lakes and Flowers 
raised Intent’s total earnings to $228,825. In money 
won this year, his $217,250 is topped only by the 
earnings of the 3-year-olds Hill Gail and Blue Man. 
Intent’s time of 1:21% for the seven furlongs 
is one-fifth of a second slower than the track record 
set by A Gleam earlier this year.

Bred by Wheatley Stable, Hilarious was foaled 
May 2, 1950, at A. B. Hancock's Claiborne Farm, 
Paris, Ky.

Although *Northern Star had not won a race in 
11 starts of 1952 prior to the Rumson Handicap at 
Monmouth Park, he had been second in the Jamaica 
and the Roseben Handicaps; and was third in the 
Oceanport Handicap. For the Rumson he was third 
choice in the betting. Senator Joe set the early 
pace in the Rumson and was still in the lead at 


the head of the stretch, after running wide on 
the turn. Finding the hole left by Senator Joe 
on the rail, *Northern Star went through and 
gradually pulled away under pressure to win by 


more than two lengths. Senator Joe held on to 
second place, finishing almost a length in front of 
the bottom-weighted War King, which had moved 
up on the outside from far back. 

*Northern Star was bred in Ireland by David A. 
Vard and was sold as a yearling in the 1949 New- 
market Sales for 3.000 guineas. He was bought by 
the English Turf writer Clive Graham, who is a 
friend of Jim Ryan, trainer for Mrs. Esther du 
Pont Weir. After winning the Flash and the United 
States Hotel Stakes, and running second to Battle- 


field in the Saratoga Special under Mrs. Weir's 
colors two. *Northern Star was sold to 
Greentree Stable. As a 3-year-old of 1951, the son 
of Mirza II won the Select and the Palos Verdes 
Handicaps. He gained third money in the American 
Legion Handicap when More Sun was disqualified. 

Mirza II, sire of *Northern Star, was bred in 
France by the Aga Khan, but now is the property 
of a syndicate which stands him in England. Mirza 
II is closely related to *Mahmoud—both are sired 
by *Blenheim II, and Mirza II is out of Mumtaz 
Mahal, while *Mahmoud is out of a daughter of 
Mumtaz Mahal. Mirza II won five stakes at two and 
placed second in his other two starts.

After leading from the start, Joey Boy outlasted 
a stretch challenge by Three Rings and took the 
winner's share in the Omnibus Handicap at Mon- 
mouth Park.

Foaled April 1, 1948, Joey Boy was sold by

From three starts as a 2-year-old of 
1950, Joey Boy accounted for a second and a third. 
At three he won five races, placed second in the 
Ventnor Handicap. and was third in the Jersey

Joey Boy’s first start as a 4-year-old was the only 
one this year in which he has gone unplaced. In 
his next start he took third money in the Valley 
Forge Handicap. After winning his third start of 
1952, Joey Boy then ran third in both the Thomas 
J. Healey and the Brandywine Handicaps before 
going to the post in the Omnibus. 

Joey Boy is the first stakes winner sired by 
Jacemar, which died at C. T. Chenery’s The 
Meadow. near Richmond, Va., shortly after being 
moved there from Kentucky in 1948.

INEXPENSIVE WATERING TANK 


THE CONSTRUCTION of a concrete watering trough generally involves the use 
of heavy forms and the pouring of a quantity of concrete in the paddock. But 


some central Kentucky farms are using what seems to be an effective and com- t 
paratively inexpensive short cut in the form of reinforced concrete sewer pipe, as ~ 
at Crown Crest Farm (above), Elmendorf Farm, and others. Some establishments — 


fill the bettem of the tank with concrete and pack the surrounding earth with a 
tamper, then surface it with blacktop. Others pour concrete around the outside _ 
for a foot or two. The water level is regulated by a floating copper ball, fastened f 
to the inlet valve by a chain. A brass rod instead of a chain on the ball leads to 

trouble, because herscs will play with the ball and bend or break the rod. The outlet e 
pire can be uncapped when it is desired to drain the tank. Further details are below. —

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H. H. Aga Khan’s Twenty Yearlings 
To Be Sold at Saratoga, Wednesday, August 13 


_The wisdom end sagacity that pervaded the breeding coun- 
cils of the Aga Khan are evidenced by his being the first 
end only major breder in England or Ireland to heavily 
patronize the Irish stallion Blandford, who after his early 
death turned out to be a horse of great prepotency. There 
was no brilliant race record to guide breeders, as Blandford 
won but one race at two, and two at three, The Princess of 
Wales Stakes 112 miles at Newmarket being his only impor- 
tant score. Nor did he descend through a line of race mares. 
Of his first 4 dams only his 2nd and third won, each a 
tiny race. But they had the blood that produced good race- 
horses. and prepotent sires and dams. Swynford the sire of 
Blandford carried on the line of Isonomy and was first class 
at three and four. 


Originality in breeding plans were not confined to patronage 
of Blandford. At the time the Aga Khan was buying his 
foundation stock, the breeding press of England was filled 
with propaganda against American blood. But among his 
first purchases was the filly Mumtaz Mahal whose second 
dam was Americus Girl by the brilliantly fast Americus. 
The latter was incestuously inbred to Norfolk and his sister 
The Nun. As Norfolk was the greatest son of Lexington, 
America’s greatest horse, this was heresy. In addition 


Mumtaz Mahal was by unbeaten The Tetrarch, son of the 
French sire Roi Herode. 

As foundation stock the Aga Khan also purchased Diophon 
with whom he won the Middle Park Plate and the Two 
Thousand Guineas, and £23,150. He was by the Derby winner 
Grand Parade who in turn was by the Derby winner Orby. 
The latter was out of Rhoda B. by the great American horse 
Hanover, who was closely inbred to Vandal, greatest son 
of *Glencoe, and from the immediate female family of 
Lexington. 


In addition the Aga Khan has been a heavy patron of 
Nearco whose sixth dam was the celebrated racemare and 
broodmare, Maiden by Lexington, and whose family was 
bred in America for 127 years. 


No other breeder in the world gives more consideration 
to the blending of bloodlines, and the mating of individuals, 
than the breeding organization of the Aga Khan. The 
soundness of the principles employed is evidenced by the 
facts that the Aga Khan has been leading breeder in England 
nine times, leading owner 12 times, and has bred more 
Classic winners than any living breeder. In addition horses 
bred by him have proved prepotent in the stud, in every 
country where thoroughbreds are raised.

The German Derby at Hamburg on 
June 29 was won by Mangon. His time 
for the 2.400 meters. about 114 miles, was 
2:351;. Brilliant. owned by the Stahl and 
Eisen Stable, placed second, and the 
Erlenhof Stable’s Julius Caesar was third. 
Mangon is the second Derby winner of 
1952 sired by Gundomar; his Takt won 
the Austrian Derby earlier this year. 
Mangon is owned by the Waldfried Stud, 
which has bred six generations of Man- 
gon’s female line. 

Mangon was ridden by Gerhard Striet, 
who has won six other runnings of the 
German Derby and won the 1942 running 
of the Austrian Derby on Ticino. His other 
victories in the German Derby were with 
Orgelton in 1938. Wehr Dich in 1939, 
Schwarzgold in 1940. Magnat in 1941, 
Allgaeu in 1943, and Solo in 1946.

Some Comments 


About Phar Lap 


AUCKLAND 

Mention in a February issue of THE 
Bioop-Horse by Frank E. Butzow that it 
was 20 years since Phar Lap had met his 
death in America awakens memories. Ad- 
mittedly it is doubtful whether Phar Lap 
will ever be completely forgotten in New 
Zealand, the land of his birth. Unhappily. 
we never saw him race in this country— 
he was sold for a mere 160 guineas at the 
National Sales. held annually in January 
et Trentham. during the progress of the 
Wellington summer meeting. 

At ene stage of his career Phar Lap 
returned to New Zealand for a spell. but 
he never sported silk at a Dominion race 
meeting. He did all his racing in Aus- 
tralia. where he won the greater part of 
the £66.723 standing against his name. 
However. his greatest individual stakes 
came in his successful tilt at Agua Caliente. 

Bred at the Sandown Stud. Timaru. in 
the South Island. Phar Lap was a fine up- 
standing youngster when paraded in the 
sales ring. but his size was to count against 
him in his early career. Nevertheless. H. 
Telford. a New Zealander who had come 
across the Tasman for the sales. was in the 
market for him and the son of Night Raid 
and Entreaty was knocked down to him, 
but it is possible that the buyer was D. J. 
Davis. an American who was then living 
in Australia. 

Nevertheless it was in Telford’s own 
colours that Phar Lap did his early racing. 
Apart from his size he had little to com- 
mend him, for his sire. Night Raid, even 
though he was bred on staying lines, was 
not a great success. One son, Nightmarch, 
winner of the Melbourne Cup, New Zea- 
land Cup. and other big races, did par- 
ticularly well, while Entreaty, the dam of 
Phar Lap. had left little of note. 

It was not till his fifth and final start 
as a 2-year-old that Phar Lap won his first 
race in Australia, and it was not till after 
having several starts in the following sea- 
son that he hit top gear. He won the 
A. J. C. Derby. Rosehill Guineas, V. R. C. 
St. Leger. Victoria Derby and other races 
of almost equal importance; indeed. his 
20 starts that season produced 13 firsts 
and three minor placings for £26,794 in 
money. 

Thereafter Phar Lap went from victory 
to victory and his triumph in the Mel- 
bourne Cup under 138 pounds was a feat 
that will long be remembered, even though 
it falls short of the weight-carrying record 
set by that other New Zealand-bred star.

Carbine, who won with 145 pounds in a 
record field of 39 in 1890. Twelve months 
later he was weighted at 150, but the task 
was beyond him. Incidentally, a year be- 
fore Phar Lap won the Melbourne Cup, 
Nightmarch had scored with 128. 


Until failing in the 1931 Melbourne Cup, 
Phar Lap had not tasted defeat that sea- 
son, and it was truly regretable that Amer- 
icans were furnished with only the one 
opportunity of seeing what a great gal- 
loper he was. Rather ironically, the stuffed 
hide of Phar Lap was given to the Mel- 
bourne Museum and his heart to the Can- 
berra Museum, whereas New Zealand, the 
country that produced him, may have re- 
ceived a few hairs out of the tail. 


Although Phar Lap was by far the out- 
standing performer of his family, there 
were some who did quite well on the Turf. 
One. Vindicator, showed ability in the 
jumping department of Dr. A. McGregor 
Grant. president of the Auckland Racing 
Club. One of Entreaty’s daughters, Nea 
Lap. a sister to Phar Lap, went to America 
where she produced Four Freedoms, and 
other winners. 

The oldest member of Entreaty’s pro- 
geny. Fortune’s Wheel. had two daugh- 
ters. One of them. Caliente. in turn pro- 
duced good performers in Hot Pursuit. 
Honora. and Firing Line. All three climbed 


reasonably far on the Turf, but Firing 
Line. who claims a time record, proved 
himself a very temperamental individual. 

Nine years after foaling Fortune’s Wheel. 
Entreaty produced Raphis, the dam of 
Cyrano. who under the amended name of 
Count Cyrano was promising to win fame 
for his family in Australia when a mishap 
led to his death. At his two preceding 
starts Count Cyrano had won, one of his 
successes coming in the stayers’ test. the 
Metropolitan Handicap, at Randwick. En- 
ticing. her 1937 foal, is today represented 
by Garno, a smallish but highly consistent 
handicapper in the colours of Hon. W. S. 
Goosman, the leading owner in the Do- 
minion. 


VISITING RIDER. In recent years H. 
N. Wiggins. who is best known in racing 
circles in New Zealand and his home prov- 
ince of Auckland, in particular, as “Larry.” 
has become something of a globetrotter. 
This week he left by plane for America 
and California, but there was an air of 
secrecy about his departure. 

Earlier, Wiggins had stated that he in- 
tended going to Helsinki to see the Olympic 
Games. but it would almost appear as 
though there is a change in plans and that 
he has gone to the States to see Johnny 
Longden and possibly *Classowa,. on whom 
he won the Auckland Cup last December 
and the Wellington Handicap in January. 

Although he can claim that he has won 


every race of any importance staged at 
meetings of the Auckland Racing Club, 
Wiggins has never headed the jockeys’ 
premiership. Probably the fact that he is 
a natural lightweight and in spite of the 
passing of the years has never been much 
above 98 pounds has played a part in 
losing him mounts on the best-performed 
candidates towards the head of the handi- 
cap. 

Back in 1922, when he was still attend- 
ing school at the time, Wiggins won the 
Wellington Cup on Insurrection, but it 
was not till 1941 that he repeated the feat 
on Kindergarten, one of the mightiest 
horses we have had in this country. His 
forte was sprint races and at one stage of 
his career he was a great favourite with 
Auckland race-goers. Today, however, he 
is more content to pick and choose and 
seldom bothers to attend meetings on the 
country circuit. 

Two years ago Wiggins held hopes of 
having a mount in the English Derby, 
but it did not materialise. However, he may 
be given an opportunity of figuring in a 
big race in America and it would be a 
fitting closure to a really splendid racing 
career.
